MAY OPEN SEASON ~~ 
ON SHARPTAILS IN 
CRAWFORD COUNTY 


LANSING — Michigan’s smal] 
game hunters and trappers are in 
line for the same opening dates, 
bag_ limits, and Other regulations 
as last -year’during their major 
1961-62 seasons, pending action 
July 12-13 by the Conservation 
Commission. 

Changes are sought by the Con- 
servation Department, however, 
in seasons on sharp-tailed grouse, 
prairie chickens, skunks, and 
Hungarian . partridges. . 

Department game men are rec- 
ommending that the sharptail bag 
limit be cut to two per day, four 
in possession, and eight for the 
season in the upper peninsula be- 
cause of the bird’s low population 
there. Also, they are asking that 
Sharptail hunting be closed in 
central Ontenogon county and on 
Drummond Island where popula- 
tions have dropped the most, at. 
Jeast 50 percent from a year ago. 

Conditioned by safeguards to 
check- overshooting, the Depart- 
ment is recommeding that ‘a7seven- 
year ban on sharptail hunting be 
lifted in the lower peninsula 
where these birds have again be- 
come fairly abundant. - aaa 

As proposed, sharptails would 
be fair. game October 20-27. in 

rts—of-Antrim; Otsego, Craw: 
ford, Roscommon, Missaukee, and 
Kalkaska which take in their ma- 
jor range in the lower peninsula. 
The late October season would 
coincide with the first week of 
the pheasant season to limit hunt- 
ing to “died-in-the-wool” sharp- 
tail nimrods. Each day’s hunting 
would not begin until 10 a. m. to 
protect the birds from getting 
caught off guard at their dancing 
grounds where. they congregate 
during the early morning hours.
